Fatal H aller Explosion. 
Pittsburg, September 20th. — Shortly before 2 
o’clock this afternoon the battery boilers at the iron 
mill of Lion, Short & Co., on the South .Side, ex­ 
ploded with terrific force, killing and injuring a 
large number of persons. The particulars of the 
explosion have ndt yet been received, as the tele­ 
phone was d wn. The mill is now burning, and the 
fire departui.-ut and a large force of police have been 
dispatched to he sccno of disaster. 
Pittsburg, September 20 h —Louis House, one of 
the victims, has just died, and William Stewart ami 
Christ. Miller are not cxpected to live through the 
night. 
DETAILS OF THE DISASTER* 
Pittsburg, September 20th.—Between l and 2 
o’clock this afternoon a shock was telt throughout 
the city, which shook many buildings to the f .uuda- 
tion, smashed windows, aud terribly frightened 
residents of the South Side, who rushed frota their 
houses into the streets. Immediately after the 
shock an alarm of fire was struck, and upon investi­ 
gation it was found that the large boilers in the 
flanging department of the Sligo Iron Works had 
exploded with fearful violence, scattering the flying 
fraga:ents in every direction, setting fire to the 
Lake Erie Railroad hliop9 and a number of dwelling 
houses in the vicinity. >ew» of ihc disaster epread 
like wildfire, and soon thousands of people were on 
the way to the ecene of destruction. Upon their 
arrival there a feai ful sight met their gaze. The 
boiler department, a brick structure, was 
a complete wreck, as were also a number 
of passenger and freight ca-s. The master 
mechanics’shops of the Lake Erie Railroati, and a 
row of dwellings on the opposite side of the street 
were In flames. Men, women and children were 
running about wringyig their hands and calling for 
friends, whom they supposed were either killed or 
wounded in the ruins of the flanging department. 
Scattered around were the dead and dying, some 
with arms and legs off, some disfigured almost be­ 
yond recognition, and others suffering from p«jnfm 
burns and scald» By this time the police had ar­ 
rived in force, and the work of removing the killed 
and injured from the ruins was begun. It was 
found that at tbe time of the explosion twenty 
men were at work. Of these nine reported all 
right. Three men were killed and eight were 
badly injured, four fatally, while four children of 
Charles Douglas, who lived across the way, were 
also bidly hurt. Neighbors did all they could to 
relieve the t-ufferers. The boiler was upright, six 
feet indiaxnettr, and wo» pplit in two fragmente, 
the largest being blown 200 feet high, landing in 
the middle of the Monongahela river. It is not 
knowu what caused the explosion. It was Just 
after the dinner hour, »nd steam had been turned 
ou only a few minutes when it exploded. The 
Coroner has impaneled a jurj% and a thorough 
investigation will be made. The Sligo Iron Works 
were formerly owned by Lyon, bharp & Co., but 
now by Phillips, Merrick a Co. Their lota) is esti­ 
mated at 810,000. The loss of the L ke Erie read 
and dwebi,p£8 is about $3,000. 
Pittsburg, September 20th.—Jerae Douglas died 
at 10:30 this evening, making the fifth dead. 
M aseachusclts P rohibition State Conven­ 
tion, 
Boston, September 20th.—The Prohibitory State 
Convention met at 11 o’clock th’8 morning. James 
H. Roberts was chosen temporary Chairman. Rob­ 
erts made a short address, saying that Robinson 
was iu favor of the present license law, and could 
not represent the Prohibitionists. The Republicans 
had gone from prohibition to license, and their nom­ 
ination ye8terd iy was made by abuut 300 men who 
are Republicans or Democrats, just as they happen 
to feel. A committee was appointed and George M. 
Butterick re-elected permanent President. He re­ 
viewed tho cause of prohibition, aud recounted the 
manner in which that party will be deceived by the 
declarations of the leading parties, the Republicans 
earning in for a ’arger portion of his animadver­ 
sions. He predicted the ultimato success of prohi­ 
bition, w’hich wa3 also a remedy for tho evils which 
threaten the city. 
A letter was read from Rev. A. A. Miner, in which 
he said there is a prospect of a more opeu abandon­ 
ment of temperance profession on the part of our 
Republican friends than ever before, ana this ought 
to be followed by an equally open abandonment of 
that party by every true patriot in the State. Tho 
result would be commentary ou the character of 
Massachusetts voters. At tho afternoon session, 
Burgess of Worcester moved that the Convention 
make no nomination for Governor, and said the 
Convention just held hal nominated a candidate en­ 
tirely exceptionablo (referring to Robinson), and 
aruund him the Prohibitionists should rally. The 
motion, after a sharp debate, was lost, and Charles 
Almy, of New Bedford, was nominated for Gov­ 
ernor. Jjy-Eye-See and SI. Juifen . 
New York, September 20:h.—The proposed race 
between St. Jalien and Jay-Eyc-See at Fleetwood 
Driving Park on September 20th is the priucipal 
topic of discussion among turfmen.

Orriu Ilickok, owner of St. Juiien, 
joined the crowd and eaid to a reporter : “ I expect 
to drive a race oa the 29th that will astonish the 
world for fast time. If Jay-Kya See beats St. Julien 
he will have to travel faster than he ever has be­ 
fore.” 
Nbw York, September 20th.—In speaking of the 
coming great race, the JHerald says: The proba­ 
bilities and possibilities of the race are earnestly 
discussed, and the opinion is unanimous that the 
contest will prove one of the moat remarkable in 
the history of the trotting turf.

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The eminent English physician and mi- 
crosoopist, William B Carpenter, whose ex­ 
perience extends back to the cholera sea­ 
son of 1831, and whose placo in medical 
ranke is foremost, takes issue with Profes­ 
sor Tyndall, that the human intestine is 
the only breeding place for the cholera 
germ. 
In a recent letter to the London 
D aily Newt, he sets forth his own belief, 
th at that is not their only place of birth, 
nor is water the ODly means of transmis­ 
sion of the germ. In support of this faith, 
he cites three especially strong cases, 
showing that cholera germs breed outside 
the human body in collections of decom­ 
posing organic matter, and are transmitted 
thence through 
the atmosphere. 
At 
Alnwick, in Northumberland, every one 
in a certain row of cottages was smitten 
with cholera or its premonitory symptons 
in a single night. 
Behind the cottage gar­ 
dens was a row of filthy piggeries. 
The 
moment the wind blew from the cottages to 
the piggeries, the cholera abated ; as sood 
as it blew to the cottages from the filth, it 
set in again. 
The poor-farm of Baltimore 
was situated where it was believod to be 
especially healthful and pure in all the 
surroundings. 
W ith the cholera raging in 
Now York and Washington, only a few 
cases appeared in Baltimore. 
Suddenly it 
broke out in the poor-houses, and the 
deaths ran up to 30 per day out of a popu­ 
lation of 
800. 
There was no over­ 
crowding, every supposed sanitary measure 
had been adopted, perfect cleanliness pre­ 
vailed, the food was excellent, and the 
drainage believed to be perfect. 
But as 
the disease grew worse, examination was 
had, and it was found that the drainage all 
led off into a marsh some distance away 
from the houses, and below a deep ravine 
coursed by a stream of water that carried 
the drainage. 
The prevailing wind was 
from that direction, and the cholera was 
the worst when it blew longest and strong­ 
est from the marsh to the houses, and the 
first oases always occurred in the hack part 
of the houseB, where the wind first met 
them. 
The marsh was at once operated 
upon, the drainage corrected, and instantly 
the cholera ceased. 
The doctor says that, 
lecturing some years after at Sion College 
before a body of clergymen, he made bold 
to ask them, after reciting the facts in this 
oase, if they believed that had all Balti­ 
more gone down on its knees in prayer and 
enitenco, without taking measures to cor­ 
rect that marsh according to the laws of 
Divine government and under a knowledge 
of the penalty for their infraction, the good 
resalta secured would have been brough 
about? Ia other words, what the good 
doctor asked was, “ Do you believe that 
God would have corrected that marsh for 
you while you eat idly by?” His third 
illustration is more striking than the pre­ 
ceding two, and fully establishes the fact 
that cholera germs will propagate in low 
foul plaoes, and bo waftod on the wings cf 
the wind to the nearest human habitations, 
ju st as we know are other germs of other 
filth diseases; hence the absolute necessity 
for thorough cleansing of all filth reposi­ 
tories. 
In a town in Mexioo of 20,000 in­ 
habitants the cholera appeared. 
The phy. 
sicians notioed that though tha place was 
on a high terrace on a mountain side, with 
the purest air, the cases of cholera were 
first along a particular line, and the disease 
subsided as that line was departed frcm asd 
grew in virulence as another line was ap­ 
proached, this latter being at au aDgle 
with the first. 
This second outbreak was 
always preceded by a wind blowing from 
the direction of the first line, if extended 
to tomo distanoe on its angle.

TAX DECISION AGAIN, 


In the concluding portion of Justice 
Field’s decision of the railroad tax cases he 
points out that railroads will not escape 
just taxation if the proper course is pur­ 
sued. 
Their property is heavily encum­ 
bered with mortgages. 
Why should they 
not be allowed, on paying taxes on that 
property, to credit it on their mortgages, 
as any natural person paying it wouid be 
allowed ? he asks. 
W hy unjustly discrim­ 
inate against them ? Eliminate the invalid 
words, “ except as to railroad and other 
quasi public corporations,” and there will 
no difficulty in assessing and taxing mort­ 
gages. 
The decision does practically elim­ 
inate the exception. Then, gays the Court, 
place the taxes on the mortgages which are 
treated as interests in the property mort­ 
gaged. 
The records of the counties give 
the mortgages and the Assessors can return 
to the Board of Equalization the value, of 
the property covered by the mortgages, 
and the Board would hive the value of the 
property of the companies and the amount 
of the mortgages before it. 
The tax is a 
lien on the property and can be collected 
and the companies on paying could claim 
credit for it on the mortgage. 
Thus, holds 
the Court, justice would be done to corpora­ 
tions as to individuals. 
Generally in re­ 
gard to the decision of the Court referred 
to briefly already, it must be recognized as 
conservative and in the interest of a proper 
conservation of the righto of corporations. 
There is no danger that too great a liberty 
will bo allowed corporations, or that Courts 
wiil hold so favorably to them as to men­ 
ace private ownership in property. All the 
tendency, on the contrary, is to divest cor­ 
porations of their rights, and to hamper 
their development, and to do them abso­ 
lute wrong. 
Such decisions as the one 
under consideration may be likened to the 
slight pressure of a brake upon a train de­ 
scending the western slope of the Sierras. 
It may prevent judicial decisions from 
flyiDg the track altogether, but that it will 
seriously impede the element of coeroion of 
corporations by public opinion, to which 
we are so rapidly tending, is not at all 
probable.

Chico Record of the 14th instant Bays : 
Last week in one of the Butte creek 
mines the workmen mads an astonishing 
find, which has been the sole topic of con­ 
versation among our local scientists for 
some days past. 
About 35 or 40 feet from 
the surface of the earth the miners discov­ 
ered the petrified remains of a man, which 
were unfortunately broken into small pieces 
while raising them up a shaft. The "stone 
man ” measured about six feet. He rested 
upon his back, and the arms were placed 
close along the side9. 
Near where this 
important discovery waa made they found 
some Indian darts and a stone ax and pipe. 
The head, feet and hands of the petrifac 
tion were collected and rent to the Mining 
Bureau, where they will no doubt elicit 
much curiosity. 
W hether the remains 
were those of a common Digger Indian, 
buried years and years ago, or whether 
they were ¿hose of a race of peoplo who 
lived here with the mammoths before the 
Indians, is a deep mystery, and the matter 
is left for knowing ones to decide. 
It is a 
great pity that the remains were shattered, 
as they would have excited the greatest 
curiosity. 


Bio S t r ik e . — The Amador Dispatch 
furnishes the following account of a rich 
mining strike : 
A pocket of quariz of almost unparal­ 
leled richness was found less than ICO feet 
from the surface at the Nevills or Mam­ 
moth mine, three miles south of Jacksun, 
Amador county, September Stb, in which 
was found from $75,000 to $100,000. and 
being about two tons in quantity. 
Much 
of this might justly be termed huge chunks 
of gold instead of gold-bearing quartz. 
Some of these immense pieces of almost 
solid gold were about as heavy as a man 
could easily lift from the ground. 
The 
largest piece was of au oval shape, 1Gx22 
inches, and 6 or 7 inches thick. 
This gold 
is almost black, and of the same character 
as the former rich strikes found in the 
same mine, and which have heretofore a t­ 
tracted the interest and attention of the 
mining men of the United States.

have no doubt but that this is the rich­ 
est find of gold of this kind ever known in 
the United States at one single time.

The Beard of Police Commissioners met in the 
Police Court-room yesterday afternoon. 
The m in­ 
utes of the last meeting were read and approved 
and tho usual repo:t of the Captain received aud 
filed. 
The announcement 
th at 
officer O. C. 
Jackson would 
be tried 
for 
certain 
charges 
brought together a great many people, and the 
Court-room was crowded. 
M. Kuehnel, who keeps a boot and shoe store on 
J street, between Eighth and Ninth, took the stand, 
and told how on the 19th of June, 1882, the till in 
his store was robbed of $50 20. 
He said th at a few 
months ago Jackson came to him, saying he would 
give him $25 10 for a receipt in full for the money 
he had lost. 
At tho same time Kuehnel was led to 
believe by the statem ents of Jackson that the officer 
knew who the thief was, and that he had received 
all the money. 
Ho declined to pay Kuehnel more 
than half, saying th at he hid incurred considerable 
expense in working up the case. Thinking that the 
statem ents of tbe officer were true, Kuehntl says he 
took the proffered amount and gave the receipt as 
requested. 
A great many witnesses were put upon the stand, 
both officers and private citizens, who told what 
they knew about Kuehnel, Jackson, aud the matter 
in question. Tbe priuciu&l witness, aud the only 
one 
whose 
testimony 
was 
important, 
was 
Henry L. Buckley. 
He stated that the party who 
committed the burglary was a client of hi", arid had 
give » him he $25 to return to the shoemaker. Mr. 
Buckley gave the m nev to officer Jackson to return 
to the man who lnd been robbed, but declined to 
give the name of the thief. 
He requested Jackson 
to return the money and get a receipt in full, and 
was present when the money was paid over, the re­ 
ce pt made out aud signed. He claimed that Jackson 
compromised no crime, but was doing his duty as 
u goqd officer in restoring stolefi property. 
He 
said Jackson had repeatedly endeavored to ascer­ 
tain who was the burglar, but th at he had refused 
to tell him. 
It w .i a professional secret, and he 
dceUned to tell tho Commissioners or anyone else 
who the guilty party was. 
Young O’Nea', wnosi name had been mentioned 
several times in counection with the case, was com­ 
pletely exonerated. 
His father, who was on the 
stand for a few moments, scored w ithout mercy cer­ 
tain members of the police force and the reporter of 
a daily {taper. 
After hearing all the evidence, the 
Bf^- Jdjoumed until Tuesday evening next, when 
the ca3e will be argued.

THE 
SEWAGE. 


Eds. Kecord-Union: Regarding the suggestions 
of your correspondent to pump the sewage of this 
city to a higher level, I would like to say why not car­ 
ryout hii idea he hinted at about Philadelphia, using 
the water power Gf the river in close proximity 
By mooring a scow with a water wheel below the 
gas works there will be enough force generated to 
pump the water to a higher level, and taking ad­ 
vantage of another power, wind-mllls could be used 
to assist ia doing the work on the same vessel. Fur­ 
ther, by the cable system our own water works 
would have sufficient power to spare to do pumping 
in, and forcing out at the same time. The plant is 
already there, and only wants enlargement if nec­ 
essary. 
To bring water from Brighton to do our pumping 
is just as much feasible as to use the water power 
of Folsom, and transferring th it power by dynamo- 
electiicity, which I suggested some time ago in 
your paper. 
As I am ad\ ised bj* Sieman and Aalske 
of both Berlin and London, there is not the slightest 
doubt about the feasibility, but the main question 
ia, “ Will it pay ? ” If for the sole purpose of forcing 
our sewage out of the city water power has to be 
introduced from a distant point, it will be an ex­ 
pensive experiment. Tho most reliable is steam in 
the end, aud that force is mainly applied b o w to 
force the water into the reservoirs at Philadelphia. 
When Baton von Kalb carried out that noted 
work at PhiladelphU tho river undoubtedly held a 
larger volume of water than at present, and the 
city was probably not one-fourth the size than at 
the present time. If your correspondent will visit 
the works now, he will find that steam is the most 
reliable source in pumping the water into the re­ 
ceptacles intended for the city supply. 
I do not think it a great engineering feat to 
pump the water out of the city, the question most 
im portant i«, “ What’s to be done with the sewage 
if not permi ted to pass into the river?” 
There is 
tho rub, and there is where the expenses of the 
city w ill increase continually. 
The town of Pullman, which you praise in your 
morning’s issue, deserves undoubtedly all the laud­ 
ation, but, if you remember the whole affair is a 
private enterprise, managed by a thoroughly practi­ 
cal porsou who employed the best of superintend­ 
ent? and advisers, and the town was, as it should 
be, built up, looking to the drainage first before 
the buildings were erected. 
And in doing this 
work, the surveying and other work necessary was 
not left to the man whom this party or the other 
one lifted into office tn iu g to make water ru n u p 
the hill without an equivalent force. It was left to 
the care of competent i>erson8 selected by Pullman 
himself or his as.istaUv?. 
I think there is many a city far worse situated 
than Sacramento ou the sewage question. 
Take 
Berlin, for instauc', with its large increase in pop­ 
ulation. There is, 1 think, far less fail there thau 
we have here, but yet means must be found to 
carry off the sewage of the city ; but, in spite of 
cleanliness of the streets in the cities of Europe, it 
bv no means smells everywhere as Arabia the 
Blest. There is many a disagreeable smell on the 
streets, and houses, particularly in Europe, are far 
w orse than here.
